The New Brunswick correspondent of 
the Canadian News writes to that paper as 
follows: ‘* By next summer there will be 
employment for 10,000 laborers within this 
Province, in consequence of tho vast length 
of railway to be constructed; and able 
bodied men coming here, and obtaining 
work as navyies for two or three years, will 
have the advantage, if they are temperate 
in their habits, of being able to save enough 
out of their wages to provide themselves 
with farms, upon;which they can spend the 
remainder of life jin perfect independence, 
Such men can obtain constant work in one 
ot the healthiest climates in the world at 
one dollar per day, and upon this a large 
family can be comfortably supported and a 
considerable sum saved. Good land can 
be obtained at about half a dollar an acre, 
when purchased for actual settlement ; and 
thus the man who by frugality succeeds in 
saving the small sum of $50 can become 
the owner of 100 acres—a quantity ample 
sufficiont to make an excellent farm. Com- 
fortable habitations can be erected at a 
very small expense, the materials being 
found in abundande upon the land itself, 
There1s probably no way in the world in 
which an industrious, sober man, possessing

The facts shewed that this 
valuable farm had fallen into the hands of n 
lawyer as purchaser at that sale under anum 
ber of land executions from the County Court 
of Prince Edward, three of which were 
against the executors, one of which was ob- 
tained upon judgment by default for goods 
sold to the executors, Another was obtain 
ed upon a judgment by default (with the 
exception of a few dollars worth) sold to the 
executors, both of which suits the executors 
ought to have defended, as the estate was not 
liable for these goods The third waa obtain- 
vd by Wefarilt on a note held by one of the 
executors for $144, who renounced, and hand 
ed the note to one Henry McDonald, to be 
sued in his name ; but under this execution 
no deed had been delivered by the sheriff — 
The amount due on the two executions, under 
wich there could be any pretence of reaching 
the testators lands was about $142. 

Vice Chancellor Mowat gave judgment on 
the spot, decreeing the sheriff’s sale and his 
deed void, thereby setting aside both the sale 
and deed, and ordered the executors to ac- 
count for persouul property, sworn by the 
executors to bo worth about $1,848; and 
thereby preventing about $6,000 worth of 

roperty being taken from the lawful heirs, 
one of whom: was tho plaintiff.

| The Atlantic cable announces that the 
so-called Pao-Anglican Council commenc- 
{edits sessions at Lambeth, England, on 
Tuesday.

|Langley, Archbishop of Canterbury and 
Primate of the English Church, at whose 
palace the sittings are being held.

“The past week lias been a busy one for 
produce dealers, and the banks haye’ done 
4 good business in the way of discounts and 
advances. During the weck from 75,000 to

Waar ir Costs To Miscovern New 
Yorx.—It is a general rule, Says the New 
York Sun, that the best article costs the 
mostmoney. The rule is not invariable, 
however, for if it were the Municipal 
Government of New York would be a 
para on of excellence. This year the tax 

ili foots up in round figures, twenty-two 
millions of dollars. That sum is larger 
than the annual sum of Tunning the United 
States Government thirty years ago, At 
the later period—1837—the total tax levy 
for the city amounted to $1,244,962, which 
is a little more than onc-twentieth of the 
present tax. Ten years later it had reach- 
ed only $2,581,875, and in 1857 it was $8,- 
111,758. In 1862—only five years ago— 
the total city tax was $9,806,281, and it has 
therefore more than doubled within that 
time, If the present tax were apportioned 
per capita, it would be cquivalent to $22 
per year for every man, woman and child 
upon the island, or about $150 for every 
voter,

I laid my yiews| 
before him, gnc told him that tho blockade 
was a stultification of the former position 
of the Government in relation to the rebel 
States; that the ports, instead of being 
blockaded, should have been closed, and a 
eufficient number of armed revenue vessels 
sent out on the seas to prevent smuggling. 
I pointed out to him the fact that by the 
act of blockade we recognized the rebel 
States as an independent belligerent, and 
should thenceforth be compelled to conduct 
the war, not as if we were suppressing a 
revolt in our own States, but in accordance 
with the law of nations. ‘ Well,’ said Mr. 
Lincoln, when he had heard my remarks, 
‘that’s a fact, I see the point now, but 1 
don’t know anything about the law of -na 
tions, and I thought it was'all right’ ‘As 
a lawyer, Mr. Lincoln,’ 1 remarked, ‘1 
should have supposed you would have seen 
the difficulty at once.’ ‘Oh, well,’ replied

house and lot ia Springfield, Ill, owned by | 
Mr, Lincoln previous to his, election to the 
Presidency in 1860, wes all the property 
which fell to Mrs, Lincoln. Her present 
income, she states, is but $1,700 a year, of 
which $300 comes from the rent of the old 
house in Springfield. Thisimcome she says | 
is not sufficient to maintain her respectably, 
and through the ingratitude of the Repub- 
lican party, as she says, she now offers for | 
sale through a broker in New York, her 
surplus stock of clothing, most of which | 
she received as presents when an occupant 
of the White House, by those who sought 
her fayor or influence with the President, 
when office or other favors were wanted. | 
Though “painfully sensitive,” as she ex 
presses it to her broker, yet ‘as my teel- 
“ings and pecuniary comtort were never | 
“ regarded or even recognized in the midst 
“of my overwhelming bereavement, now 
“that I am pressed in a most startling 
* manner for means of common subsistence, | 
“TI do notknow why I should shrink trom

“Tn her conversations Mrs, Lincoln is re- 
presented as bitterly denouncing Secretary 
Seward, for which, of course, there is no 
warrant or excuse, for he wrongs no man, 
much less is he incapable of injustice, wrong, 
or even unkindness, to a woman, 

“ But we happen to know—the late Caleb | 
B. Smith, then Secretary of the Intemor, | 
being our informant—a fact which incensed 
Mrs. Lincoln against Mz. Seward. The 
President gave the Prince Napoleon adinner, | 
for which Mrs. Lincoln sent to the Secretary 
of the Interior for payment of bill of some 
$900. Thisdemand, though wholly illegal, 
coming from the President's wife, embarrass- | 
ed the Secretary, who called upon the Secre- 
tary of State for advice, where he learned 
that Mr, Seward had also dined with the 
Prince, having the same number of guests, 
and giving them a duplicate of thedinner at 
the White House. Ip fact, Mr. Seward order- 
ed both dinners from the same restaurant, 
and by his pwn bill knew the cost of each.— 
For what Mr. Seward paid $800, Mrs, Lincoln 
demanded $900. But whether three or nine | 
the claim was illegal, and could not be paid, 
For this, however, Mrs, Lincoln quarrelled 
with secretaries Smith and Seward, This 
amount, however, was subsequently covered 
up ina gardener’s account, but occasioned | 
scandal, which respect for Mr. Lincoln men- 
surably suppressed. 

“Though Mr. Lincoln left an estate which 

enabled his family to live quite as comfort. | 
ably as they had ever lived, Congress and | 
the people would have promptly. and cheer— 

fully provided munificently for them if Mrs. 

Lincoln herself with every udvantage that 

high position gave her, had made friends or 

inspired respect. And this last exhibition 

proves how instinctively right the popular 
estimate of her character was 

“'The fact for which Mrs. Lincoln seeks 
large publicity, namely, that she received pre- 
sents valued at $24,000, is a pregnant and 
suggestive one—suggestive, at least, of offices 
and contracts, unless the more charitable 
construction is reached through the assump 
tion that they were expressions of regard 
and friendship. But it is not. known that 
the wife of any President, however estimable, 
was 80 loaded with shawls, laces, furs, dia 
monds, rings, &c 

“Mrs. Lincoln’s propensity to sell things 
was manifested early, and before any necessi- 
ty was foreseen. If ourintormant is reliable, 
eleven of Mr. Linooln’s new linen shirts were 
sold almost before the remains, which were 
shrouded in the twelfth, had started for that

Lincoln for an expression of her ill-will, It 
is pleasantto remember that we were always 
out of favor in that quarter.

James Harty, # creditor living in Kingston, 

obtained an execution against two of the 

Defendants, viz.; Arthur Galbraith and Ed- 

ward Lalane, Plaintiff gave notice to the 

Sheriff not to pay over money on Harty's 

execution, as it was made out of goods of all 

three defendants, and should not be applied 

on execution against two. Plaintiff again 

obtained executions against all three Defen- 

dants, but the Sheriff under bond of indem- 

nity, paidover the, money to Harty. Hence | 
the action. 

Robert Easton, Assignee of the estate of 
Galbraith, was put into the box, who proved 
that he sold goods of Galbraith, and the pro- 
ceeds of which, $945, he paid over to Sheriff | 
Corbett, under Clark’s execution, on the 14th 
of April, 1864; at that time he did not know 
of any other execution against Galbraith, 
except that of Clark. Witness received in 
structions from Clark and his Attorneys, the 
MacLellan’s, of Belleville, to pay over the 
money to Corbett. ‘Telegrams from Easton 
to Clark for instructions, and from Clark and | 
MacLellan’s to Baston, directing how and to 
whom the money should be paid were put in, 
Witness had no other authority to pay over | 
the money except that received from Clark 
and his Attorneys, 

James Brown, of Montreal, at the time 
salesman for Clark, proved the partnership 
existing between Galbraith and the two | 
Lalanes. 

It was admitted that the goods for 
which Harty’s judgment was obtained were 
got by Galbraith & Co., of Napanee, and that 
the money the Sheriff received was paid over 
on Harty’s execution, It was also admitted 
that the name of Sophia Lalane was deliber- 
ally dropped-in the suit by Harty, she being 
in Lower Canada, with a view to expedite 
the judgment. 

After Counsel for plaintiff and defence had 
argued the question and laid their views be- 
fore the Court, it was agreed that a verdict be | 
taken for plaintiff for $1,110 50, subject to 
the opinion of the Court on points raised, and 
to be reduced by Sheriff's Fees and the two 
former executions, if they are entitled to pri- 
ority

Mr. Daly said before the matter went out 
as a repudiation on the part of Thurlow, 
he wisked it to be recollected that they 
Were sued in June 1866, for the balance of 
1865, when other townships were two or 
three years behind.

Three of Garibaldi’s friends, MM Liberio, 
Botero and Pugno, who obtained permission 
tosce him at Alessandma, have furnished 
us an account of their interview. They 
found him reading the Decade of Livy.— 
Not a word of anger escaped him against 
the authors of the arrest. During the two 
hours the visitors were with him the conver- 
sation turned upon the Roman question, 
history and literature, “They talk,” hesaid 
“of getting to Rome by moral means, Do 
you believe that such means will ever cut 
the Gordian knot?” “No,” was the ans- 
wer. “Well,” said he, “tell Italy by every 
meansin your power that the Roman 
question wil! be settled by Italian steel, 
and not by the moral paths ofany Ministry 
whatever. Above all, let it be known that 
the Roman question is not solved by my 
arrest. Tell Turin that she knows what 
she has to do; she has given proofs of this 
many times.” Then, turning to Major 

Chiesa, he said: “Tell Milan that I have 
never ceased to be with her, and that now 
I hope much from Milanese, Believe me, 
despite the efforts of Governments, and 
unfriendly and perfidousi plots abroad, 
Italy will be the first nation in the world, 
were it only through itsnoble past. Stand 
on the Place of St. Peter; question with 
the look and mind those eloquent souvenirs; 
carry yourself back to the time of Brutesses 
and the Camilias, and say too yourself 
with pride, I, too, am an Italian. O what 
a noble republic was that Roman republic! 
Whatmen it contained! Think of the 
time when poor Rome, the battle lost, sent 
its legions to Spain, and on the same day 
put up to public auction the Roman 
territory, occupied by Hannibal, and there 
were great citizens who bought it at the 
highest price.

of woman seemed to be the principal topic 
of discussion in the report before us, some 
of the speakers making admissions which 
are startling and suggestive. For instance, 
Dr, Nathan Allen, a physician of consider- 
able note, in Speaking of the increase of 
population in Massachusacts for a series of 
years, showed that the American born 
portion of the population of that State is 
steadily decreasing, and that this decrease 
is owing to the greatly increased number 
of deaths among American born children, 
and the greatly diminished number of 
births. These results he traces to the 
ill-health of American women and the 
dreadful practice of procuring abortions, 
which he declares to be on the increase in 
all classes of society, rich as well as poor.— 
Amongst the vast array of figures which 
the Dr. gives, one statistical statement is 
sufficient. The New York census of 1865 
shows that of 993,286 married women, 
187,745 had no children, and 303,898 had 
only one or two. Fortifled with these and 
other facts which close research and 
observation had given, he makes the start- 
ling admission that “nowhere, and at no 
time in the history of the-world, was the 
practice of abortion go common as it js in 
the United States to-day.” Dr, Allen then 
goes on to examine intu the causes of the 
diminished health of American girls, and 
the reasons for the increase ofabortion. He 
ascribes the growing bad health of the girls 
to their modes of life, to the follies of 
fasbiob, the improper character of their 
food, and the want of sufficient exercise. 

The Hon, Amasa Walker who is evident- 
ly.one of the old School, in expressing his 
concurrence with Dz, Allen’s views, stated 
that to his mind the great mistake of the 
age was that the womenof the day .were 
absurdly educated; that in the present 
system of female education more attention 
was given to the study of Greek and ‘Latin, 
and the higher branches of mathematics, 
which were really of secondary yalue to 
women, than to domestic duties. He did 
not believe that girls should be taught to 
read and talk Latin before they could make 
a comfortable loaf of bread or a decent 
pudding. 

Dr. Allen, in answering the question, 
What is to be the remedy! said that the 
evil has been caused, as stated, by three 
things: Negléct of physical exercise, fash- 
ionable dress, and too exclusive cultivation 
of the brain. “ The remedy of the first is 
plain, and the movement in seruinaries for 
increased physical development cannot be 
too highly commended. To persuade wo- 
men to give up fashion is more difficult ; 
there heye been some improyements in 
the fashions themselves of late years. 
But still thereis the custom of clothing 
the body unequally, so that the breast and 
the arms and the legs are not kept so well 
guarded against sudden changes in the wea 
ther as the other parts of the body. The 
effect of this is to produce a congested 
state of the blood. Girls are put to school 
too early, and in every particular their ed- 
ucation is too stimulating and exciting for 
their organization, A reform must also be 
effected in the notions of the object of mar- 
riage and the qualities most to be sought 
for ina wife. Instead of the slender form, 
small waist and fushionable accomplish- 
ments, let a well-deyeloped body, good 
health, a sound constitution, and knowl- 
edge of domestic duties be the qualities 
most preterred.” Sensible advice, that, 
and well worthy the consideration of 
Canadians os well as Americans. Happily 
for Canada, her women are not addicted 
to the disgraceful practices so prevalont in 
some of the States across the border. But 
woman hore is nearly as much the slave of 
fashion as there, and there is a disposition 
to copy the habits and manners of the 
Americans, as woll ay their fashions. This 
subject, theretore, is of the highest import- 
ance, and the suggestions and advice 
given by Dr. Allen and Mr, Walker arc 
worthy the attention of all interested.

The costumes | 
were all grotesque in the extreme, and the 

squaws were not distinguishable from the 

men, except for their high shrill voices ; | 
the pappooses looked like lumps of dirt} 
fashioned into a baby. No ‘squaws’ bu: 

white were admitted to the council, but 

we yisited them afterward. Mrs. Black 

Kettle is a hag beside whom Meg Merrilies 

is Venus, and the Witch of Endor Hebe. 

She is a survivor ot the Chivington massa- 

cre and has ten bullet holes in her body;

Then followed the pipe of peace, of which 
we took two whiffs, much to Little Rayen’s 
delight, and a grand distribution of goods 
in Colonel Wyncoop’s back-yard, These 
were of very poor quality, and to see the 
gavage noses go up and the jeering grunts 
when some cotton checked shirts were 
passed around, was very funny. We have 
seen all the poor Indians we care to, and 
#8 we gazed eround the circle of dirty 
wretches, it was with extreme difficulty 
that we could torgive Christopher Colum- 
bus for discovering America.”

access, and to whom they were communicated, 
though standing in the relation of clerks de- 
rived the communication of its otherwise 
privileged character. Thisis nodoubt a very 
important question, and involves in its prac- 
tical operation, whichever way it may be 
decided, interests of very great magnitude, 
On the one hand, to legalize these establish- 
ments in the manner and to the extent used 
by the defendant, is placing one portion of, 
the mercantile community under an organiz- 
ed system of espionage and inquisition for the

The following comparison between the 
food-statistics of New York and Paris has 
been made by a contemporary :—‘“In the 
Paris markets about $85,600,000 worth of 
fresh meats, poultry, game, vegetables, food, | 
butter and eggs are disposed of annually. 
The first cost of these articles in New York 
is eight and one-half per cent less than the 
first cost of the same articles in Paris, but 
what in the latter city is vallued at $100 is 
retailed to the consumers at an advance of 
$24, or for $124, while in New York the 
same articles costing only $91.50 are retail- 
ed to the consumers for $184,.80—a differ- 
ence of $69.30 in favor of Paris on every 
$100 worth of produce consumed, Again, 
there were required and supplied to the 
city of New York in 1865 of beeves, cows, 
calves, sheep and swibe an aggregate dress- 
ed weight of $79,124,647 pounds. There 
were also required and furnished 54,160,- 
671 pounds of dressed fresh meats. The 
aggregate first cost of all these was $35,- 
081,184.87. The value of the poultry, 
fish, game, fruits, vegetables and other per- 
ishable tood wasas much, if not ‘more, 
than that of the meats-amounting together 
to over $70.000,000, and for which the 
consumers in New York paid about $140,- 
000,000. For the same amount of food 
the consumers in Paris whould have paid 
but $94,178,000—a saying tothem of about 
$46,000,000 on the supplies ot one year,” 
These facts are striking evidence of the 
existence of an artificial state of things in 
the United States. Assuming the popula- 
tion of New York to be one million,and that | 
the same degree of extravagance obtains in 
other parts of the Union, we find that the 
‘United States waste in articles of food, as 
compared to Paris, the enormous. sum of 
$1,880,000,000 annually, or an amount 
which, if economized, would wipe out the 
national debt in two years. Besides waste 
in food, there is also great extravagance in 
dress and an artificial condition of affairs 
in the matter of houserents. We have not 
‘athand the means of drawing a compari- 
son between the dress and house-rent sta- 
tistics of Paris and New York; but we 
should think from the present prices of 
articles of clothing inthe United States 
that the difference is atleast eighty per 
cent in favor of Paris. What, it may be 
asked, is the cause of this great difference 
between the cost to consumers of the ne- 
cessaries of life in France and the United 
States? The only cause, or the chief cause 
is, undoubtedly, the Protective policy of 
the Government.

New SCHOONBR.—A few days ago a new 
schooner, named the Mary Hverett, built this 
season, was launched at Shanncnville.

‘The Globe's Ottawa special who has become 
as famous as Jenkins of the New York He. 
rald for prying into secrets, says : 


“ Orrawa, Oct. 17, 1867.—" I have special 
information confirming my statement of the 
shipment of Fenian arms at Potsdam, thirty- 
six miles from Ogdensburg. The arms are 
those seized by the American Government in 
1866, and taken to Sacket’s Harbour. They 
were lately restored to Fenian agents there, 
The proceas of removal from that place to 
Watertown by waggons has lately been 
going on. From Watertown to Potsdam 
they have been expressed by railway at large 
cost—care beingtaken that the train should 
arrive at Potsdamin the middle of the night 
—the express car being attached to freight 
trains, while farmers waggons were in wait- 
ing to remove them for secrecy into the coun- 
try. About 4,000 stand of arms have 
already arrived at Potsdam. Cavalry sad- 
dies have likewise arrived there. The quiet 
way in which this hasbeen done shows that 
cooler heads arenow directing the Fenian 
movements than before. The elections come 
off in the State of New York shortly, and it 
would seem as though the Fenian leaders 
were preparing to strike a blow at Canada at 
a moment when both political parties will 
least desire to quarrel with them, At a 
large Republican meetingjin Ogdensburg this 
week, a speaker stated that the Fenian move- 
ment was as active as ever, and that the next 
raid on Canada would be more successful 
thanthe last, The sentiments were loudly 
applauded. The Goyernment have been fur- 
nished with fall information on the subject 
and itis to be hoped will take necessary 
measures of precaution.”

column article, coming to the conclusion 
that M. P. P. as indicative of a member 
of the Assembly 1s a misnomer. There 
being no Provincial Parliaments, conse- 
quently to address a man M. P. P., would 
be to givehim a title which would be 
meaningless, therefore the letters should 
be M. L. A., member of the Legislative 
Assembly, and M. P., member of Parlia- 
ment. It also says Senators should be 
addressed as such, and that too in full, to 
prevent people from being led astray as to 
the actual meaning, And then in the 
most condescending manner possible 
declares that having laid down what ought 
to be done in this particular, hopes the 
question will be set at rest, The Leader 
not liking this cool way of being snuffed 
| out, returns to the subject, and while ad- 
hering to its former theory that M. P. P. 
should be the designation by which to 
distinguish members of the Legislative 
Assembly, has no objection to M. L. A., 
thinking that there is forcein the reason- 
ing of the Ziimes ; and not to be outdone by 
its Ottawa contemporary, says: “ The 
“entire question is now narrowed down to 
“@ choice between M. P. P,,and M. L. A., 
“for the members of the local assemblies.”

Nova Scotia. 


Much apprehension has been felt in poli- 
tical circles, and a good deal of controversy 
has taken place in reference to the position 
which Mr, Joseph Howe and his followers 
will take, It has been suggested by gome 
that it was their intention not to take their 
seats in the Commons, but to organize the 
Local Parliament and govern Nova Scotia 
independently. Others have supposed that 
they would take their seats, and become 
factionists, obstructing the government in 
carrying out its policy as much as possible. 
It appears, however, that neitherof these 
courses will be taken, but a moro sensible 
and patriotic one followed. ‘ 


A caucus was held in Halifax, composed 
of the party elected, a short time since, to 
discuss the position of affairs and the best 
course to pursue, Nothing, however, 
transpired to enlighten the world what was 
done. The anti papers kept remarkably 
mum, and it is only now that we are begin- 
ning to learn what the intentions of Mr, 
Howe and his followers are. The Halifax 
Express throws some light upon this sub- 
ject by informing its readers that the result 
of the deliberations was simply to insist 
upon a change of government ia Nova 
Scotia, and to petition the Crown for a 
repeal of the Union, Mr. Howe to lay it at 
the foot of the throne. In the meantime, 
the members of the Commons for that Pro- 
vince are to take their seats, holding them- 
selves aloof from both government and 
opposition until they know the fate of their 
Province, 

This course is, under the peculiar circum- 
stances in which they have placed them- 
selves, the most wise, The result can easily 
be foretold. Mr. Howe, if he goes home 
with his petition, will be courteously 
received, and courteously and firmly told 
that the Union waa an accomplished fact, 
and would haye to ‘hayes fair trial. This 
done, Howe will return, the local govern- 
ment will pursue ita course, and the mem- 
bers of the Commons attach themselves to 
one or other of the parties in the Dominion, 
Considering everything, Mr. Howe has 
adopted as mild a course for self and fel- 
lows as could be expected.

A CONVERSATION WITH BISMARCK, 


The special correspondent of the London 
Telegrap Zerlin publishes, by permission 
of Count Bismarck, the following minutes 
of a certain conversation he had with that 
distinguished statesman lately : 


The absorbing topic of the day being the | 


jlity of a Buropean war, it was very 
eee I should ask Count de Bis 
marek what ho thought upon. the subject. 
He replied that he believed, almost without 
qualitication, in peace. “ Prussia,” he said, 
“will never attack France; and France, 
when she has got over the startling sur- 
prise that a prospect of German unity bas 
Pad to her, will speedily comprehend that 
such a consummation, suppose it realized 
to the utmost, in no way menaces her 
national pride or her continental position. 
Meanwhile, our attitude is almost a passive 
one—we are threatening nobody, coercing 
nobody, not even persuading anybody. 
Southern Germany gravitates towards us, 
be assured that the gravitation is a natural 
one, not one brought about by manauvres 
on our part. We sball not repulse our 
brothers if they come to us with open arms ; 
but we do not yearn for anybody’s prop- 
erty, and can remain as we are for ten years 
or twenty, if Germany will let us. We 
have even held back where we could have 
precipitated agglomeration ; we are content 
to be as we are; the pressure must come 


from those who feel the want of change.” | 


I inquired what impression the meeting 


at Salzburg had upon the Minister Presi-|o, Jegations of

1| 
do, Russia has Eastern proclivities, and | 
would like perhaps to assert them, but she 
can only do so in a great maaner, Her 
position precludes her from half measures, 
and she is really not able to commence a 
long and costly war. Russia has a great 
future before her; she has elements of} 
strength far surpassing those of any other | 
ane orkingdom. She is almost unas-| 
sailable, but she is like a strong and healthy | 
man attacked by indisposition. If he will 
only lie up for three days, and keep quiet, 
the native vigor of his constitution will 
trjumph over his i!lness, and he will rise as 
strong asever. But if be will insist upon 
going out, walking about and transacting 
business abroad, just as if he were well, his 
malady will probably lay firmer hold tpon 
him and bring him to serious straits. Two 
orthree days in the life of aman mean ten, 
twenty or thirty years in the life of a 
nation.”

The movement of 59,000 troops to the 
Roman frontier bad already, previous to 
the arrest at Sinalunga, occasioned an out- | 
lay of 10,900,000f:, Now, the main argu- 
ment which determined the Emperor

is left is worse than useless to him. If his | 
presence in Rome is necess 0 
more than Romo be guaranteed to him ?| 
It he is to remain there under Italian pro- 
tection, why should not this protection be 
made as little onerous to Italy as can be? 
Acordon of ten or twelve miles would 
secure the Pope far more efficiently than 
one of a hundred and fifty, and the costs | 
would. be much lighter for Italy, and they 
would be compensated by an acquisition of | 
territory. What the Pope is really sup-| 
posed to want is Rome, and even in Rome | 
only St. Peter's and the Vatican. Let Ita- | 
Jy only draw up to the gates of the city, | 
and she need never enter them; and Rome | 
may bo trusted with self-government, | 
under nominal Papal supremacy ; Italy 
may be made to accept such an order of 
things, and there may be a compact to 
that effecc between her and all the States of 
the Roman Catholic world.

Mr, Lumnsden was just as guilty as the Rev. 
Mr, McMghon, and should have received 
the same punishment. We cannot see the 
force of the argument in favor of the release 
of Father McMahon. It does not follow 
that because justice failed in the one case, 
that therefore it should not be meted out 
in another, What possible argument can 
there be in favor of releasing the educated 
leaders of a gang of invaders and murderers, 
and at the same time keep their poor ignor- 
ant deluded followers in the felon’s dent 
Is it because Mr, McMahon is a clergymun, 
who joined the invaders to administer 
religious consolation? Mr. McMahon knew 
when he left the-United States to invade 
Canada, that the gang for whose spiritual 
welfare he exhibited so much anxiety, had 
been denounced and cenied the rights of 
the Church by his own Bishops, He knew 
that ininvading Canada they were violating 
the neutrality laws of nations, and making 
war upon people who were not responsible 
for what they complaiuved of, namely, the 
misgoyernment of Ireland. He, from his 
education, must have known that of a life 
was lost in the enterprize, that it would be 
nothing more nor less than murder. He 
knew that every farthings worth of pro. 
perty taken while in Canada, would be 
robbery. Yet with the knowledge of all 
these facts, he deliberately joined the ruf- 
flanly crew who poluted our soil at Fort 
Erie, murdered our yolunteers at Ridgeway, 
and then boasted of the act as meritorious 
in the sight of God and man, We can- 
didly admit that we have little sympathy 
for any of them, and much less for the 
leaders,,who knew better, and who should 
bave acted in accordance with thelr know- 
ledge. Ifit be thought well to take a char- 
itable view of their case, declare them 
political offenders, and grant 4 general 
amnesty, woll and good; a provision should, 
however, be made that they return to the 
Jand that nourished and warmed their 
fonianism into life. What we do object to, 
is, that the londers,men of education, should 
be let loose upon society, and their ignorant 
dupes, much less guilty, kept in the felon’s 
den.

On atriving 
at about eighty yards from the battery, the 
fire became yery severe, and thie officers 
were considerably excited, and had to be 
ordered to “ be steady.” 

Lord Cardigan, at the head of his bri- 
gade, passed close by the muzzle of a gun, 
which was fired as lie entered the battery, 
and rode forward through the Russian 
limber carriages until he came up close to 
their line of cavalry. His brigade did not 
follow him, and he was attacked by two 
Cossack, slizhtly wounded, anc nearly dis- 
mounted, but he feaced them off, and grad- 
nally retired from them and others who 
were attempting to surround him. When 
he got back to the battery lis command 
had retired and diverged to the left, and 
be slowly retreated until he met General 
Scarlett, commanding the heavy brigade 
of cavalry. He told him that the Light 
Brigade was destroyed, and mentioned the 
fate of Captain Nolan, after bringing tho 
order forthe attack, when Gen, Scarlett 
said that he had just ridden over Captain 
Nolan’s body. 

Lord Cardigan then had his brigade 
counted by his staff officer, and found that 
there were only 195 present out of the 650. 
He then immediately rode off to Lord 
Raglan to report what had taken place. 
The first thing that Lord Raglan said 
was, * What, sir, could you possibly mean 
by attacking a battery in front, contrary 
to all the usages of warfare, and the cus- 
tom of the service?” He replied, “ My 
Lord I hope you will not blame me, for I 
received a positive order from my superior 
officer in front of the troops to attack them, 
although I was quite well aware ot the 
unusual course of the proceeding ordered.” 
Lord Raglan then enquired what he had 
done, and was told that he led the brigade 
into a Russian battery, that he had ridden 
up to the Russian cavalry, and that he was 
not followed by the brigade, that he was 
wounded and nearly dismounted, and had 
some difficulty in getting away from the 
number of Cossacks, and that the brigade 
was nearly destroyed, there now being only 
195 left out of 650, and finally that the 
whole had ocoupied ‘the brief space of 20 
minutes,

ever swept over Canada. The possibility | 
that the Bank would not be able to resist | 
the extraordinary pressure which met it on | 
every side, was-very remote; the probabil- | 
jity that it wonld keep its head above 

| wator and prevent the impending disaster | 
was yery strong—so strong indeed, as to 

produce yery little concern in commercial | 
circles. It may well be imagined therefore, | 
that the announcement of the suspension in 

the morning papers created the wildest 

excitement. Merchants read the brief 
notice and went to their Counting Houses, 

but not to business, Correspondence was 

}merely glanced at and turned oyer to 

subordinates. Anything like attending to 

regular business was abandoned. Trade | 
seemed paralyzed. Men went on change, 

but not to sell nor buy. They gathered in 

knots of twos and tours and sixes, and | 
jtalked only of the failure. And if Mr. 
| King could have heard how they talked 
jand what they said, one would imagine he 
would have been glad to exchange his 
|position as head of the great Bank 
monopoly for that of the commonest hod 
jcarrier. The language was neither choice 
|nor select; the expletives were not of the 
softest nature; nor were their opinions of 
his dogmatic conduct in the slightest 
manner concealed. Very few amongst 
/them justified him in his action, and 
fenly now and again could be heard one 
bold enough to take up the gauntlet in his 
favor. The remarks of the Montreal 
Gazette, ‘severe ag ‘they were, were not 
deemed too severe by a large majority of 
|the principal, merchants.. They were 
justified openly and heartily, while the 
wishy-washy excuse of the evening Witness 
was as openly and heartily condemned. It 
was felt that the calamity, the extent of 
which no one could tell, might haye been 
spared the country, if the Montreal Bank 
had given its guarantee in conjunction with 
the other Banks that it would stand by the 
Commercial in the extent ofa serious run. 
It was felt that this might have been done 
without any; detriment to itself, and 
because it was not done, the mercantile 
community charge the Montreal Bank as 
being the immediate cause of this disaster, 
which, as the Gazette truly expresses, is 
the greatest ever “witnessed in Canada.— 
Who can tell what will be the result of this 
Bank monopoly ? ‘The Commercial has 
goneto the wall. Which of the other 
Upper Canadian Banks will be the next to 
suffer? Who can tell? The subject 
is sufficiently pregnant to cause 
the most serious apprehension, 
“Submit to our terms,” says the Bank of 
Montreal, ‘and we will do the business of 
the country.” What those terms are, 
business men who. haye been un- 
fortunately obliged to accept them tell 
us, are such as to give the largest profit 
to the Bank, while they stand a chance of 
getting next to nothing. In many instances 
the Bank realizes a profit of ten, twelve and 
fifteen ‘per cent, while the trader barely 
makes both ends meet. It is looked upon 
as a “huge shaving shop,” to use the 
words of a prominent Montreal merchant, 
and if to-morrow it was found in as tight 
a place as the Commercial, it would not 
receive much sympathy. 


The immediate effect of the suspension 
of the Commercial Bank has been to pro- 
duce an utter stagnation. The Montreal 
Bank put on the screws to-day, and the | 
other Banks followed suit. ‘ We are not 
| discounting,” was the invariable answer 
which met their customers at every Bank 
counter, “and we don't know when we | 
| will.” Some holders of Commercial Bank 
paper, who were obliged to realize, so!d to 
| brokers to-day at 95, 90 and as low as 75 | 
cents. A prominent produce dealer in- 
formed me that he had received a telegram 
|from Western Canada, asking him it he 
| would take $2,000 in Commercial Bills at 
70 cents, a8 he had purchased that sum at 
that figure to-day, There are a good 
many rumors afloat as to what will be done.

greenbacks containing $35,000 to # party 
with whom he had previously negotiated, | 
he was struck on the forehead by some} 
blunt instrument, and at the same time | 
stabbed in the arm, and that the party had | 
decamped with the money without leaving | 
its equivalent in gold.

Falardeau had received a slight blow on | 
the head, but not sufficient, in the estima-

It turned out that this broker 
had gone to several other similar establish- 
ments during the forenoon, representing 
that he had secured a purchaser for $85,000 
in greenbacks, at a good paying rate, and 
as he had not that amount of his own, | 
he asked for a loan, giving his cheque | 
therefor, which would be paid during the | 
afternoon, as the purchaser was to come at 
noon to obtain his Greenbacks. As he had 
been doing business for some time, and had

From one broker he got $200, from another

A good 
many, however, looked upon the story of 
Falardeau as very improbable, and it was 
considered best by one or two to ex- 
amine more closely the premises,— 
Accordingly an entrance was effect- 
ted, and underneath the safe was fished 
out the bundle of Greenbacks, and in one 
of the drawers was found packages of sil- 
yer to the amount of over $1,000. This 
was soon taken possession of and given 
into the custody of the officials, and upon 
enquiries being made after Falardeau, it 
was ascertained that he was not at his resi- 
dence, nor could he be found, It was after 
dark this evening when the money was | 
fortunately discovered,and while the parties 
| were making the search, one of the brothers 
|of Falardeau unexpectedly came upon the 
scene, and was apparently, unexpectedly to 
himself placed in the custody of the police. 
{t is surmised that this brother was an ac- 
complice, and that as soon as the robbery 
excitement had quieted down, and while 
the police were busy searching for the sup- 
posed robber, it was his intention to clear 
off with the money. But like many other 
operations in “California games,” he was 
not sharp enough, and he fell into the trap 
of hisown creating. The matter will likely | 
be investigated to-morrow before the |

So long as it was confined 
to Ireland and Canada, these people could 
look on complacently and attribute out 
breaks to political disquietude, and excuse 
them on the principle cfthe restlessness of 
the Irish character, No such excuses are 
found for them, howeyer, when committed 
in England. Oh, no, it then becomes a 
heinious murder, and punishment must fol- 
low. Asa sample we give an extract from 
the Liverpool Qourier of the 10th inst. It

2. Upon the 16th October, the Commercial 
Bank again applied to tlie Bank of Montreal 
for assistance to the extent of $500,0000, in 
consequence of the former loan not having 
proved sufficient to meet the withdrawal of 
deposits, : 

8, This advance was declined, for the reason 
that the Commercial Bank had considerably 
increased, instead of diminished its discounts 
during September, when it was in need of 
assistance ; and also from the Bank of Mont- 
real having learned that some of the largest 
depositors had already been secured by bills 
receivable. 

4. The Commercial Bank then applied to 
the Government for assistance, and failed to 
obtain it, 

5. The Commercial Bank renewed its appli- 
cation to the Bank of Montreal, which was

Department ov CROWN Lanps. 
Ottawa, 13th July, 1866. 


EGULATIONS for the sale of Mincral Lands, ap- 
proved by His Excellency the Governor General in 
Council. 


INFERIOR METALS, 


1, That each regular mining tract in unsurveyed ter- 
ritory shall consist of blocks of two hundred or four hun- 
dred acres, 

2. That the dimensions of each regular mining tract of 
four hundred acres be forty chains in front by one hun- 
dred chains in depth, and smaller tracts, except on lakes 
and rivers, in the same proportion. The bearings of the 
outlines to be North aid South, and East and West as- 
tronomically, in the unorganized territories of Uber 
Canada and paralic). to the outlines of the Townships 
elsewhere, 

3. ‘That minng tracts berdering upon lakes and rivers 
shall have their frontage upon such waters, and shall be 
subject in all cases to the public rights in navigable or 
floatable waters; and that mining tracts, 80 situated, 
shall have a mean depth of one Rundred chains back 
from such river or lake, (exclusive of road allowance of 
one chain in width, which shall be reserved along the 
margin of such river or lake)in conformity with the 
above mentioned bearings, 

4. That mining tracts in unsurveyed territory shall be 
surveyed by a Provincial Land Surveyor, and con- 
hected with some known point In previous surveys (#0 
that the tract may be Inid down on the office maps of the 
territory) at the costof the applicants, who shall be re~ 
quired to furnish with their applicatioll the surveyor’s 
plan, field, notes and descriptions thereof in accordaice 
with the foregoiig regulations, and to the satisfaction 
of the Department, and pay the price of ono dollar per 
acre, into the Departmentof Crown Lands at the time of 
making application, 

6. ‘That in surveyed townships, low presenting indica~ 
tions of minerals be sold on the above conditions, but at 
not less than one dollar per acre in any township. and at 
the same price as the other landa in the township when 
itis more than one dollar per acre, 

6. That mining lands in surveyed townships be sold 
by the local agents for cash, but all lands in unsurveyed 
territory shall be sold by the department. 

1. The above regulations do not apply to mines of gold 
and silver.

The upper end was ballasted 
with stones in the stream, so that the 
water flowed into it, The joints were 
placed on trestles, and the upper end of 
the sluice was about 18 ches above the} 
stream. The descent of the stream not 
being great, Mr, Shea had not been able to 
secure a suflicient grade for more than 20 
or 80 fect in length of the sluice. ‘Rifles, 
as the miners call them, had been fitted | 
lengthwise at the lower joints of the sluice, 
and quicksilver deposited for the pnr 208¢ 
of collecting the fine grains of gold w hich 
might find their way down the trough. 

A Pike's Peak man panned some'of 
the sand and got some particles of gold.—

sluice, which with a few shovelsful of dirt 
produced twelye dollara worth of gold.

Thus we put the Home Government 
down, as passively acquiescent. 

The Dominion, ag anxious but circum- 
spect, and the H. B.C. as in statu quo.— 
This cleatly is the state of affairs abroad 
and the attitude of those interests from 
which we have expected so much, 


Now, will some more enlightened source 
than that heretofore attainable point out 
what we have done for ourselves 1 Does not 
this surfeit of abject begging for favors 
from abroad defeat the very end in view? 

Have we no clement of indépendent 
action? Is there no praiseworthy ‘spirit 
inherent in us that shall develop our physi- 
cal and political resources so that ‘we may 
be sought after, rather than be éternally 
and ineffectually seeking. 

There ig a great danger in ever turning 
one’s eyes’ outwards, loolang after ‘and ex- 
pecting some undéfitied) agsistance, rather 
than manfally going to the work durselves 
and by an indomitable spirit of enterprise 
and independence, earning a position that 
would procure us active assistance. 

We shall get enough offers of help so 
soon as we shall forget to go begging 
abroad and commence helping oursélyes. 

A calm, intelligent organization, not 
with the intent to usurp any powers but 
what are inherent and recognized, would 
secure many benefits to this settlement, 
which are now unknown to us. Any action 
then taken to amend governmental eyils at 
home, or to secure a change from abroad, 
would have the advantage of united action 
and the sanction of authority, that weigh 
far more than the frittering voice of this 
or that man, which rarely secures serious 
consideration. 

Or in other words, we suggest the build- 
ing up of a healthtul public sentiment, 
that shall go on securing moderate blessings 
rather than waste our substance and grow 
grey waiting for a mammoth undefined 
blessing which, like the millenium, is ap- 
proaching slowly.

New Point in a Good Cow. 


The following, from a writer in the Wis- 
consin Harmer, contains an 1dea that com- 
mends itself to the careful consideration of 
farmers : 

Long observation and experience with 
helfers and their subsequent character as 
milkers have satisfied him that commenc- 
ing milk in summer is an indispensable 
condition to a good milker in after years, 
and that the difference is fully one-half in 
Jany grade of stock, The Philosophy of 
the difference in fayor of hetfers coming in 
for the first time in June, he states ag fol- 
lows: ‘The grass being then iu the best 
condition to produce a full flow of milk, 
all the parts that. tend to the secretion of 
milk are developed to the utmost capacity. 
The udder, the teats, and milk veins be- 
rmanently ; and the best 
cows Lever raised we bad to commence 
milking several weeks before they culved 
to prevent garget.” 

The theory seeme to be that the milk 
vessels become. fixed in their capacity by 
their first use, or, at least, their subsequent 
levolopment will be after the type they are 
It is not reasonable 
to suppose that a heifer two, years old, 
under, any cirqumstances, will give as much 
milk as the game animal will at four years 
old, with the same antecedents, and in this 
sense the milk vessels cannot be: fully de- 
veloped with the first calf, if the heifer be 
quite young.

The Wheat Crops of 1867. 


The wheat crop in Canada for the year 
> 1867, is quite a full average, if not more. 
.. » That of the United States is generally good, 
and probably bears the same proportion to 
that of average years as the Canadian pro- 
duct. In Southern Russia, one of the finest 
grain-producing countnes in the world, the 
crop is excellent. It was thence Great Bri- 
tain drew her largest supplies last year.— 
, An abundant crop of wheat in Southern 
Russia has more effect upon the English 
markets than an extra crop in the United 
Btates. In Austria the harvest was very 
*-" fine, the grain of good quality, and above 
an average in quantity. In Hungary, the 
» crop was well harvested, abundant and 
_good, In Gallicia, the crops suffered se- 
verely from heavy rains and floods, but 
with that exception, the wheat was good 
and an abundant yield. From Prussia the 
most favourable results are reported.— 
There had been heayy rains and immense 
floods, but these did little damage except 
in localities unfavourably situated. Tak- | 
“ing all'these facts into consideration, and | 
admitting that, in England, there is, after 
all, an average crop, we think that we may 
_ calculate with certainty on a yery great re- 
duction in the price of breadstuffs in the 
British markets during the present year 
ending next July.

Death of Mr. Thomas Sellar, 


We regret to learn from the Montreal 
Gazetteot the death of an old and esteemed 
friend and confrere, Mr. Thomas Sellar, 
publisher of the Zeho, Montreal. Mr. Sel- 
lar was one of the foremost in organizing 
the Canadian Press Association, and his 
death will be greatly lamented by those 
whose privilege it was to enjoy his intimate 
relationship. His family have our heart- 
felt sympathy m their bereavement. ‘The 
following bnef obituary we copy from the 
Montreal Gazette of yesterday ; It is with 


much regret that we find ourselves called 
upon this morning to record the death of 
the late Mr. Thomas Sellar proprietor of | 
the Hcho and Protestant Episcopal Recorder, | 
Mr. Sellar has, for many ‘years, been con- 
nected with the Press in Canada, and was 
much esteemed for his genial good nature | 
as well as for many sterling qualities by all 
who knew him, and especially by his more 
intimate friends of the profession. He re 
ceived marks of their respect in 1866, by 
being elected to the office of President of 
the Press Association of Canada, at the 
last annual meeting he attended, accom- 
panying the Association on the excursion 
to Goderich, Detroit, &c. Mr. Sellar who 
has been removed at the early age of 39 
years, was a native of Elgin, Scotland, He 
resided fora time in Glasgow, and at the 
age of twenty-four came to Canada, where 
he engaged 1n business in the West.

The Government and Montreal 


The failure of the Commercial Bank has 
brought to the surface a few facts, which 1t 
is well the public should know, and it is 
well that these facts are brought to light 
by the leader of all agitations in Ontario. 
The readers of the Glove cannot but remem- 
ber the oft-repeated assertions which have 
been made, that it was Mr. Galt who sold 
the country in its entirety to Mr. King; 
that it was Mr. Galt who was bound in fet- 
ters to the Montreal Bank, which rules the 
country with arodof iron. Such, however, 
according to the Globe's statement of the 
28th September, is not the case. .The 
blame rests upon the shoulders of a gentle- 
man, whi, until he joined the present gov- 
ernment, had been the model Minister and 
astute Financer, and who received, not only 
the support, but the highest encomiums of 
the Globe. After reciting the different 
applications for aid by the Commercisl 
Bank to the Government, and then to the 
Bank of Montreal, itsays: “‘ Ministers were 
“ willing to furnish what was needed, but 
“they discovered that Mr. Howland, when 
* Finance Minister, had made a bargain

Banks separated themselves from the Mont- 
real Bank, by refusing to accept Mr. Galt’s 
scheme, and no Bank took a more decided 
stand 1n opposition than the Commercial 
Bank, which was its last great error. Had 
the Banks entered into the scheme, as did 
the Bank of Montreal, they nor the un- 
fortunate stockholders would now be 
losing their all, and the country would not 
now be passing through this monetary 
crisis. It was necessary for the ministry to 
raise money ; the Banks would not advance 
nor loan, and it.became a necessity to adopt 
some scheme by which the necessary funds 
could be realized most beneficially to the 
country, and if the Banks would not com- 
ply, it was no good reason why the whole 
scheme’should be abandoned, nor why an 
arrangement should not have beea made to 
carry it out to as great un extent as pos- 
sible. The time is not far distant when 
we hope to see but one paper currency in 
the whole Dominion, and that issued upon 
the authority of Canada, so that we shall 
have no more Bank failures, by which bill 
holders or depositors can be ruined. Or in 
other words, let the present scheme of 
Provincial notes be extended soas to cover 
the whole paper circulation of the country.

French Flee 


Lonpon, October 26, midnight.—The follow- 
ing important despatches have been received 
here ; 

Panis, October 26, night.—The fleet 6f war 
steamers left Toulon this morning, under orders 
to proceed direct to Civita Vechia. The em- 
barkation of troops in transports at Toulon has 
been completed, and a despatch announcing 
their departure for Italy is momentarily ex- 
pected. 

FLORENCE, October 26,—The soldiers of King 
Victor Emmanuel refuse to fight against Gari- 
baldi. The cause of National Unity in the 
councils of the King’s Government is gaining 


ground. It is now considered certain that

Rome, October 26.--The Pope in a letter to 
the Roman Catholic Bishops throughout the 
World, says that the patrimony of the church 
has been assailed by reyolutionists, and asks 
them to offer prayers in all the churches for the 
Holy See. 

The Police on Friday, in searching a house, 
met with resistance. They attacked the house 
with bayonets, killed fifteen Garibaldians, and 
took thirty-six prisoners and a quantity of arms 
and bombs. There has been fighting to-day 
half a mile from the city. Great excitement 
prevails within the walls. The Revolutionists 
are making preparations for a second uprising. 
A proclamation has been issued to prohibit as- 
semblages of over four persons together at the 
same time. All persons are to retire within 
their houses, and shops are to be closed when 
the signal of alarmis given, 


It is reported that 1,509 Garibaldians attacked 
Viterbo yesterday, and Were repulsed with heavy 
loss. The citizens of Rome haye been armed 
and patrol the streets nightly. 


FLORENCE, Oct, 26.—It is reported that ades- 
perate battle was fought near Monte Rotundo 
on Friday. Garibaldi won the victory. With 
five battalions he put to flight the Papal forces, 
taking one hundred prisoners and three guns. 
Many were killed and wounded on both sides. 


General Cialdini has been unable to complete 
the formation of a new Ministry, and has aban- 
doned the attempt. Both Baron Ratazzi and 
General Durandi are trying to reconstruct the 
Cabinet. 

Tur, Oct, 26.—There was a great popular 
demonstration in this city yesterday In fayor of 
making Rome the capital of the nation, and an - 
address to the King of Italy to that effect was 
adopted. 

Paris, Oct. 27.—Garibaldi’s force is said to 
be from 10,000 to 12,000 strong. All the Papal 
troops have been concentrated before Rome, 
with orders to act upon the defensive. The 
troops have sailed from Toulon, and It is ex- 
pected they will reach Civita Vecchia this after- 
noon. 

FLORENCE, Oct. 27,—Two battles have been 
fought between the Papal troops and the Gari- 
baldians, The first was at Monte Rotundo ; 
the second further south, at Torretto. In both 
of these desperate engagements the invaders 
were victorious, and Garibaldi has now arrived

The Present Bank Crisis and 
its Renu y- 


Mn. Eprtor,—Eyery person must regard 


the suspension of the Commercial Bank as a 
public calamity (I mean every well-wisher of 
our country’s financial prosperity.) 

I am aware that there are persons in this 
Canada of ours, who gloat over the misfor- 
tunes of Banks, as well as of individual busi- 
ness men, and professedly glory in their 
calamities, particularly if anything is to be 
made out of it; but not so the largest class 
of the community. 


The effects of the suspension of the Com 
mercial Bank are most severely felt in Belle- 
ville and the County of Hastings, where it 
has been doing a healthy business for the 
past eleven years, under the able manage- 
ment of its present manager, Andrew Thom- 
son, Esq. While its discounts have been 
commensurate with the wants of the business | 
men, its deposits have been increasing, until 
they amounted to about $800,000. giving the 
Belleville branch a sufficient capital of itself 
for all practical purposes. And were it not 
for the Bank’s difficulties outside of this 
branch, the foolish conduct of our panic 
stricken farmers in withdrawing their depos 
its, demanding gold, or, what was worse, 


the Bank would not have had to close its 
doors on its customers, The remaining de 
positors and bill holders would not have had 
to submit to such serious loss, nor would the 
legitimate business of our grain buyers and 
others have been brought toastand. Farmers’ 
produce would not have suffered a reduction 
of five to ten cents per bushel, nor would 
those who had sold at high rates have 
sold the proceeds of their hard earnings at 
twenty to twenty-five per cent discount, nor 
the poor laborer have had to pay out of his 
scanty pittance a shilling for a sixpenny loaf. 

What is our present position and future 
prospects, and where shall we find a remedy ? 

Our present position, ina business pant of 
view, is not very flattering ; for while we 
have our paper to meet, we are left without 
the chance df the least bank accommodation 
in order to carry on the legitimate business 
of the country, The Commercial, with closed 
doors, cannot help us, ‘The Bank of Mont 
real will not discount business paper, not even 
to help the grain buyers to move the present 
remaining part of the farmers’ late harvest, 
unless in a way which is humiliating and 
unsatisfactory to the purchaser, placing him 
at disadvantage, inconvenience and extra 
costs. ‘he lumbering interests of the coun- 
try, whereby the farmer and the laborer 
benefit during the winter months, will not 
be looked at, except for gold drafts, a thing 
almost impossible for lumbermen to obtain 
during the winter months, 

The Farmer and Mechanic will get no 
accommodation in the way of discount, and

Task, why should we inyest capital in Bank 
stock or deposits to benefit the people of 
other countries to the injury of our own? 
Surely we should not, I believe in the end the 
shareholders are now more secure in athriv- | 
ing business at home, even if small, than in | 
large and speculative business abroad, and 
have only to instance the miserable failure 
of the Bank of Upper Canada, and the present 
suspension of the Commercial Bank as proof | 
of the truth of my assertions, and what has 
happened to those Banks might happen even 
to the Bank of Montreal, should its depositors 
withdraw their moneys from that Bank, 


It may be said that the Bank of Montreal 
is safe as it shields itself behind Provincial 
notes, that it has but few of its own bills 
afloat, and that itis not obliged to pay out 
its gold, because the Provincial notes are 
legal tenders. Were a run to commence on 
that Bank, were its deposits withdrawn, even 
in legal tender notes, were a general hue 
and cry to be got up against it, as has been 
against the Commercial Bank, what would be 
the feelings of Mr. King, or the Montreal 
Directors and stock holders? 1t is not always 
that an inflated stock is the safest, or that 
the Bank declaring large dividends on specu- 
lative business, is the safest for the share- 
holders or the depositors. Ido not wish it 
understood that I say the Bank is not safe, 
but Isay a Bank such as I advocate for 
Hastings would be fully as safe as the Bank 
of Montreal, and to its shareholders and 
depositors, more so than any bank who goes 
beyond the legitimate business of the country 
in order to increase its dividends. 

How are we to get our capital? Thisis a 
question that willbe asked by many. My 
answer is, we have that capital at command 
in our own county. If the Commercial had 
near $300,000 on deposit; if the Bank of 
Montreal has $300,000 also. ‘Then witha 
large amount of means in the hands of farm- 
ers and others, not on deposit, there can be 
found plenty of spare capital to start a Bank 
in Belleville that could commence.a business 
commensurate with the wants of the people. 
I can see no good reason why this should 
not be done, and that action should be taken 
immediately. Let every business man put 
his shoulder to the work, and I feel sure with 
the farmer, and the mechanic, and the 
laborer, we can secure the capital necessary 
to insure perfect success. 


But some may say, how will yeu secure a 
County Bank against so powerful an institu- 
tion as the Bank of Montreal? Simply by 
basing our issue on legal tender notes, which 
the Government of the country must furnish, 
It may be that at present the arrangement 
with the Bank of Montreal will not admit of 
it, but that arrangement, for the safety of 
the country, must and will be brokenup, The 
country, through its representatives,must and 
will be heard, nor will they submit to a mon- 
opoly, or to the Bank crushing process,which 
las been common of late. A Bank of Tssue 
must be the order of the day and all our 
Banks must fall into the arrangements or 
submit to be snubbed. 


With a Government Bank of Issue, and the 
County Bank paying out its notes and no 
other, no run could be made on the Bank so 
long as it kept to strict business principles 
at home, as, with proper management, it 
could not become inflated, Therefore, the 
bill holders being safe, the depositors and 
shareholders would be safe also, and no fear 
of loss to any party. And to make matters 
doubly sure, I would have such a stringent | 
charter as would prevent an extension of out 
side business, and any attempt on the part of 
the officers of the Bank to infringe the law 
should end in forfeiture of charter and clos 
ing of the Bank, Such a law would prevent 
the evils which have injured other institutions. 


A Bank conducting its business upon sound | 
principle with its capital derived from our 
own people, would soon win the favor ofall, 
and its depositors would become numerous, 
and instead of havingthe capital of the country 
locked up in a Bank that givesno xecomoda 
tion, but takes that means to build up a 
business ia New York and _ elsewhere 
leaving us to suffer because its principle 
manager is determined not to giye Upper 
Canadians any assistance, that capital 
would be gradually withdrawn and _ find | 
a placein our own Bank, giving us all the 
extra capital we should need to carry On| 
the growing business of our county which 
is daily increasing in wealth and prosperity.

SPAIN TO ASSIST THE POPE

Florence, October 28,—At the latest accounts 
from the South, Garibaldi, with all his army, 
estimated from 10,000 to 12,000 strong, had 
advanced to the outer fortifications of Rome. 
Lonpon, October 28.—Advices from Rome 
state that great agitation prevailed within the 
city. An attack was hourly expected from the 
Garibaldians. The Pope bad returned from 
the Vatican, and sought refuge and protection 
in the castle of St. Angelo. 

FLORENCE, Oct, 28, a. m.—Particulars have 
been received of the engegement at Monte Ro- 
tundo. They represent that the fighting was 
obstinate on both sides. Atone time during 
the day, when reinforcements appeared upon” 
the field for the Papal troops, the iasne seemed 
doubtful; but at the end of the conflict Gari- 
baldi, who led his brave volunteers in person, 
was completely successful. He immediately 
followed up his victory, and the defeated sol- 
diers of the Pope, who fell back on Rome, were 
vigorously pursued. 

Fiorence, October 28.—General Menabreo, 
to whom was given the task of re-organizing 
the Ministry, has succeeded in forming a new 
Cabinet. 

A Royal proclamation has been issued, signed 
by King Victor Emmanuel, denouncing Gari- 
baldi, and declaring that the policy of France in 
maintaining the obligations of the September 
convention meets the approval .of the [talan 
government. 

Panis, Oct. 28.—The Pope has issued an en- 
cyclical to the Bishops of the Church through- 
out Europe, in which hé calls their attention to 
the great perils by which he is now surrounded, 
and in pathetic terms deplores the many dan- 
gers which menace the temporal power and 
threaten to destroy the independence of the 
Holy See, 

Mabrip, Oct. 28.—Gereral Lersundi has ac- 
cepted the appointment of Governor and Capt. 
General of Cuba. 

FLORENCE, Oct. 28.—The following is the 
substance of the Royal proclamation issued 
yesterday: The King commences by saying 
the countryis in great danger. He declares 
that a warugainst France d ber probable 
allies would be impossible, Ie denounces the 
Garibaldians for usurping the right to make 
war, Which is the prerogative of the Crown. 
He says the nations of Europe must know that 
Italy is no disturber of order, and that the flag 
raised against the head of the Catholic Church 
is not his. He commands the insurgents to 
return to their allegiance, and urges the people 
to sustain their King and preserve the national 
honor, and concludes by promising that when 
tranquility is restored, italy, with France, will 
settle the Roman question 


The Herald's cable special from Florence, 27th 
inst., says revolutionary bands continue to crogs 
the Italian frontier into Papal territory. Let- 
ters from Rome dated Friday last, say the Gart- 
baldian bands which had mustered in gome force 
neur the Eternal City, had fallen back, but that 
avery large body of the revolutionists was in 
fifteen miles distant.

EGULATIONS for the sule of Mineral Lande, ap- 
proved by His Excellency the Govemor Geteralin 
Council, 
INFERIOR MKTALS. 


1, That each regular mining tract in unsurveyed ter~ 
ritory shall consist of blocks of two hundred or four hun- 
dred acres, 

2. That the dimensions of each regular mining tract of 
four hundred acres be forty chains in frontby one hun. 
dred chains in depth, and smaller tracts, except on lakes 
and rivers, lu the same proportion. "The bearligs of the 
outlines to be North and South, and Bostand Westax- 
tronomically, in the unorganized territories of Upper 
Canada and paralicl to the outlines of the Townships 
elaowhere. 

3. That ming tracts bordering upon lakes and rivers 
shall have their frontage upon such waters, and shall be 
subject in all cases to the public rights in navigable or 
flontable waters; and that mining tracts, 80 situated, 
shall havg a mean depth of one hundred chains back 
from such river or lake, (exclusive of road allowance of 
one chain in width, which shall be reserved along the 
margin of such river or lake)in conformity with the 
above mentioned bearings.

A New Electric Light—Gas and 
Moonlight to be despensed

An exhibition of the working of a new 
| method for procuring light by means of 
electricity, the invention ot Professor Nol- 
| let, of Paris, was made at the Battery, 
| New York, a few nights ago. The illumi- 
nating apparatus haying been piaced on 
the roof of the Barge-oftice, threw a clear 
| and penetrating light a great distance. Bo 
strong was the light that the captain of 
one of the revenue cutters informed the 
jcompany that he had read his newer 
| by it at the distance of nearly six miles 
jand at the Narrows the ordinary gas light 
|displayed from the tower of the Barge> 
|office was entirely lost sight of in the 
| brilliancy of its newrival. The apparatus 
for producing electricity is quite simple; 
consisuing of several series of horseshoe 
| magnets—58 magnets in all—arranged in a 
|cylindrical form in a frame, within which 
jis revolving cylinder thickly set with 
bobbins of soft wi which, by the motion 
of cylinder, are made to pasa’ very rapidly 
between the poles of the magnets, The 
|'action of the magnets on these revolving 
points generates a large amount of electri- 
city, which is carried through a conducting 
wire tO the point where the illuminating 
apparatus ia placed ; and thence hack tor 
the generator, At the illuminating point 
the cireuitis broken, and, the two ends of 
the wire are tipped with pengils formed ot 
the resinous substance which collects in the 
retoria of gas works. These points become 
intensely heated by the passage of the cur- 
rent, apd vive out an intense white light, 
As the points burn. off the carbon pencils 
are fed up by the clockwork 80 as to pre

Though there has not been that rush to 
the gold fields of Hastings which entiusi- 
asts anticipated early this spring, and 
though disappointment has to some extent 
settled down upon those who expected to 


|make their fortunes in a day, there is 


enough in the developments made this 
summer, to satisfy us that the Hastings 
region bids fair to take its place amongst 
the richest gold-producing countries in the 
world, First, we have the discovery of 
the Richardson gold mine, which bas been 
the basis of all subsequent operations; and 
here the precious metal was found in qual- 
ity and quantity which placed it ahead of 
any similar discovery in the Dominion, and 
which made it rank equal toanything found 
in California, British Columbia or Aus- 
tralia. Next we had discoveries made in 
the townships of Madoc, Marmora, Tudor, 
Elzevir and other townships adjoining ; 
and assays made of ore obtained from these 
various points showed conclusively that 
gold was widely distributed over the whole 
Hastings district. The opinions of practi- 
cal miners whe have had large experience 
in other gold fields have been nearly unan- 
imous in pronouncing it a rich gold region ; 
the opjnions of mineralogists who haye 
made a careful survey of the whole district 
confirm the opinion of working miners ; 
and the operations of the soason which is 
now nearly concluded, prove that we haye 
a rich gold country in the Hastings Dis- 
trict. 

In conversation recently with Dr. Gird- 
wood, of Montreal,—a gentleman whose 
opinion upon this question is highly val- 
ued—he stated that as a result of a short 
visit to the Richardson Mine and the 
country strrounding, not long since, he 
was very favorably impressed with what he 
saw,and he had no doubt that gold was 
widely distributed throughout those Town- 
ships, and that it would be found in paying 
quantities.

Canals have 
been dug fora distance of 200 feet at three 
different points, for the purpose of stnking

in the existence of gold in paying quantities, 

Hon, Billa Flint, who came in from 
Bridgewater to-day, showed us two pieces 
of quartz, in which there is a fair show of 
gold, The quartz was obtained four feet 
from the surface in a new shaft which has 
just been opened a short distance north of 
the saw mill, at Bridgewater. Old miners 
speak flatteringly of the location. 


FROM BRIDGEWATER. 


From onr own Correspondent. 


BRIDGEWATER, Oct, 29, 1867. 
The gold excitement somewhat revived 
here yesterday when it became known that at 
the Barry mine they had struck a rich vein

This 
was again surrounded by small specs. These 
shows combined have tended to increase the 
excitement, and people are looking forward 
to large developments of the precious metal 
in both these places, and are exceedingly 
sanguine on the subject,
